that it is precisely your side who is perpetrating piracy at any cost,"

He also refers to the PCE Ho, 56 incident as evidence that "the warning 
of the Korean people to aggressors has never been an empty word in history."

"Your side illegally dispatched- naval craft to our coastal waters in 
the past but recently has been openly committing hostile acts of infiltrating 
naval craft to our coastal waters and conducting naval bombardment upon our 
coastal areas."
